asserts more 
leadership than he did in 1957, 
Congress may make a wreck of 
his last three years in the White 
House. 
What happened to his foreign 
aid program Thursday night—the 
House cut it to ribbons—can well 
be a foretaste of things to come. 
This year, 
instead of leading 
firmly, 
Eisenhower 
wobbled 
all 
over the Washington scene: back­ 
ing away from what he proposed, 
turning cool on what he called for, 
and undercutting what he urged. 
He’s chalked up a series of big 
losses. 
In his first jfour years, Eisen­ 
hower followed a policy of avoid­ 
ing personal conflict and offend­ 
ing no one. This kept him out of 
brawls with Congress and helped 
him retain his personal popular­ 
ity. 
And Congress was docile, if only 
because he was the most powerful 
political figure in the country. He 
was popular with the people and 
could still run for a second term. 
He did and won. 
But under the recently amended 


Constitution, this must be his last 
term. He can’t run again. Demo- 
cats haven’t had to worry about 
him so much as a political force 
any more. 
And, since he can't run again 
and carry them to victory, Re­ 
publicans have lost some of their 
need for him too. 
Yet 
Eisenhower 
continues 
to 
act as he did before the second 
term began, but more weakly and 
hesitantly: as if all he has to dc 
is ask for what he wants and get 
it. 
He doesn’t seem to realize that 
now he has to fight. 
Here are examples of how', in­ 
stead of leading, he has floundered 
around in 1957 with disastrous re ­ 
sults to what he said he wanted: 
Budget—He had 
scarcely sent 
his record peacetime budget to 
Congress before he began saying 
maybe Congress could cut it. He 
talked so indecisively that Con­ 
gress rushed in and slashed. 
Then in desperation, to halt the 
massacre, he had to make a per­ 
sonal, nationwide TV appeal 'fo r 
public support.

had called on Congress for years 
foi this program.

E m p h a sis on the m ildness of the Asiatic 


influenza which has alre ad y caused m il­ 


lions of cases in the F a r E a s t m ay have 


left the A m erican public with the im p re s ­ 
sion that A m ericans need not worry about 
it. The U. S. Health Service is now trying 
to counteract this over-optimistic feeling, 


, 
Federal health officials w a rn that an 
epidemic this fall or winter is highly pro­ 
bable, and that rn te rm s of disruption of 
norm al business and school activities its 
effects are likely to be drastic. 


Judging by experience elsewhere, the e x ­ 
pected A m erican epidemic will cause few 
deaths. Am ong the 15,000 cases alre ad y re­ 
ported in this country, there has not been a 
single death caused directly by Asiatic flu, 
and there have been only three deaths from 
complications such as pneumonia. 


But epidemics can cause plenty of tro u ­ 
ble without killing a single person. Given 
favorable meteorological conditions, t h e 
new virus could sweep the country from 
coast to coast in four weeks. Surgeon Gen­ 


eral I eroy E. B u r n e y points out, forcing j 
from IO to 20 per cent of the population— ! 
roughly IT to 34 million persons—to take to J 
their beds. 
Such an occurrence would leave doctors, : 
nurses anc! hospitals u t t e r I v sw am ped, 
close some schools, throw the 
industrial 
an d transportation m ach in ery out of kil­ 
ter. and disorganize millions of homes. 
There is no reason for panic, but there I 
is excellent reason for taking all possible 
precautions. The Public Health Service and 
vaccine m a n u fa c tu re rs have been busy 
getting ready for the expected epidemic. A 
new vaccine has been developed for use 
against the new strain, and six m a n u f a c ­ 
tu re rs are working triple shifts to m ak e 
3 million doses available by m id-Septem ­ 
ber, with a second targ e t of 60 million dos­ 
es bv F e b r u a r y I. 
Half of the m id-Septem ber lot will go to 
the a rm e d forces. Civilians will be advised 
to take imm unizing shots as soon as v a c ­ 
cine is available. Meanwhile, attention to 
general hygiene will be a good idea.
